\reording to the New York Times, "It has been calculated 
tliat with the new bill, and on the assumption that not more than 
per cent of the emplovable population will he unemployed on 
the average, the British government will be taking about 2d per 
rent of the gross income of individuals in compulsory eontribu- , 
ti 0 ns for - si irltv and other forma of social services." 

The tragic part of these "social security" proposals is that | 
they would seize by law what most people would otherwise be 
able to class as "savings.” After 25 per cent of an average per- 
son's income is arbitrable deducted by government, he will have 
precious little cash or incentive left to provide for his own future.

Emphasizing that only a small 
part of the War Bride Operation 
has been completed. Miss Ethel 
Knight. Home Service Secretary 
of Newton Red Cross, said that 
a number of foreign-born wives 
and children with Newton as 
their destination will arrive in 
this country during May and 
June. 

"When the husband has been 
notified by the Red Cross of 
his bride's expected arrival, he 
may go to New York or San 
Francisco to meet her." Miss 
Knight continued. "However, in 
that case he must pay for his 
bride's and his own transporta- 
tion home. If he does not meet 
her. the Army will deliver her 
to her point of final destination.” 

Miss Knight further cited in- 
stances in which husbands have 
come to port cities and have had 
to wait several weeks for the 
ship to arrive. She told of one 
veteran who received a letter 
from his wife in England saying

The Food Situation 

What puzzles this columnist 
about ^hc grave food situation in 
Europe and elsewhere is the fact 
that it appears to have come to a 
head so suddenly. It docs seem as 
though our government must 
have had some' warning of im- 
pending disaster long before the 
general public was allowed to 
have any information whatso- 
ever. What is the explanation? 
However, I feci confident that 
the great majority of the Ameri- 
can people would be willing to 
go back to food rationing, if only 
temporarily, in order to avert a 
fearful famine overseas. 

Bradford vs. Tobin

political organization last Sun- 
day evening I received some very 
illuminating information.

A.’s office precisely the way 
ANY competent D. A. would 
handle them. Unfortunately, the 
proper disposition of a few cases 
resulted in hardship and suffer- 
ing to those near and dear. That 
would seem to be the fault of the 
offender against the law rather 
than the fault of the D. A.’s of- 
fice. Right? 

All in all, Robert F. Bradford 
will be pictured as a rather un- 
important youngster who hap- 
pens to have been born with a 
line name, just like Calvin Cool- 
, idge and Leverett Saltonstall. All 
! his talents will be played down 
and he will be accused of having 
quite a few attributes which the 
vast majority of thinking people 
will instinctively know he cannot 
possibly have. On top of all that, 
you will bo told that his health 
is very, very poor and that he 
could not possibly stagger 
through oven two years of a gub- 
ernatorial term. The cold, hard 
facts of the matter are that Bob 
Bradford is one of the huskiest 
young men ever to hold high pub- 
lic office in this state. As a train- 
ed athlete in his college days, he 
understands the importance of 
j taking care of himself. His chief 
I trouble has been that he has 
worked too hard for too long a 
stretch from time to time. Maybe 
our present chief executive would 
have built up a much more im- 
I pressive record the past two 
years if he had worked as hard 
as the Lieutenant Governor. 

Finally, does it occur to my 
readers that the general situation 
I have outlined above is, in real- 
ity, a groat tribute to Bob Brad 
ford? It is not obvious that the 
Tobin forces are becoming pan- 
icky and are worried to death 
for fear that their leader is due 


for a bad licking this fall? How, 
otherwise, can one acocunt for 
the very unsportsmanlike tactics 
currently employed by those who 
fear the election of Bradford to 
the Governorship? Personally 
I'll leave this situation in the 
hands of the hundreds of thous- 
ands of fair-minded and intelli- 
gent voters of Massachusetts 
with entire confidence that they 
will render a just and proper 
verdict next November.

ALLOCATION OF STARVATION 


After the war Canada and Britain, if you remember, tight- 
ened their food restrictions. Clement. Attlee even offered to 
impose bread rationing provided t lie United States did the same. 
He made an offer which Britain, throughout its trying years of 
rationing and shortages, had never imposed upon its people. What 
preceded this offer was an American suggestion that the British 
pull in their belts another notch. 

What is happening in our country? The Washington Post, 
conducted a survey on voluntary rationing, which was urged 
by President Truman bv way of our Secretary of Agriculture, 
and these are the results: only 17 per cent of the families are 
eating less bread; about 10 per cent are saving fat; our present 
ice cream consumption tops all records, ice cream which could 
he used for evaporated milk to save children. What Herbert 
Hoover called a 90-day food crisis is now recognized as a two- 
year crisis. 

Wc arc already 300,000 bushels short of our promised grain 
shipments through UNRRA, and the grim job facing the Com- 
bined Food Board is where to allocate the food which will mean 
life for some and starvation for others. For instance, the Jap- 
anese are now at the point where they are collecting leaves, 
acorns and seaweed. In China people arc eating grass and 
dying of starvation. Famine stalks in India and soon the stat- 
istics about the millions of dead will he relayed to us. In 
Europe there will not be the mass deaths as in the other areas 
but hunger and malnutrition will take off the old, and rickets 
will account for the younger children. What price victory 
when 20 million children in Europe need food, our consumption 
of bread is 15 per cent* higher than in 1945, and waste in any 
American city in any one day would feed a European city for 
the same length of .time? 


Catholic Churches 
To Collect Food 
For Overseas Needy 

— o — 

A special nation-wide emer- 
gency collection of canned foods 
for the relief of the needy chil- 
dren of Europe and the Far East- 
ern countries will be taken up in 
all Catholic churches throughout 
the country starting on Mother’s 
Day, Sunday, May 12, and con- 
tinuing for one week through 
Sunday, May 19. His Excellency, 
the Most Reverend Richard J. 
Cushing, Archbishop of Boston, 
is chairman of the campaign 
which is being conducted under 
the auspices of the War Relief 
Services of the National Catho- 
lic Welfare Conference, and the 
Reverend James H. Doyle, Di- 
rector of the Catholic Charitable 
Bureau, is the campaign director 
for the Archdiocese of Boston. 

The campaign is in direct and 
immediate response to His Holi- 
ness, Pope Pius XII’s urgent and 
compelling plea that the children 
of these war-stricken countries bo 
saved from starvation. Signifi- 
cantly coming on Mother’s Day, 
it is hoped that more than 20,- 
000,000 cans of foodstuffs may be 
obtained for shipment to Catholic 
relief agencies in foreign coun- 
tries. Although UNRRA is con- 


ducting a similar and simultane- 
ous dinned food drive, it was 
pointed out that the Catholic 
parishes campaign is entirely 
separate and wholly dependent 
upon its own collections. 

All types of canned foods are 
being urgently solicited, particu- 
larly evaporated and condensed 
milk, powdered milk, milk formu- 
la for infants, chocolate milk 
powders, cocoa, fruit juices, and 
strained or chopped fruits or veg- 
etables. Housewives in local 
parishes are asked to check their 
pantry shelves for whatever 
canned goods they may be able 
to spare and to bring them to 
their local canned food commit- 
tee which each parish is now ap- 
pointing.

Mr. Donald Gilmore, advertis- 
ing manager of the Dennison 
Manufacturing Company in 
Framingham, addressed the 
members of the Newton Rotary 
Club at their meeting on Fri- 
day, April 26, at the Brae Burn 
Country Club.

ARTHUR W. COOI.IDGE 

Arthur W. Coolidge, of Read- 
ing. candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for lieutenant- 
governor, is a thorough-going 
New Englander. He was .born 
in Portland. Maine, on October 
13. 1881. 

After his preliminary educa- 
tion in the public schools. Mr. 
Coolidge entered Tufts College. 
Following his graduation from 
Tufts, he entered and was grad- 
uated from Harvard Law School. 
He was admitted to the bar in 
1906 and immediately began the 
practice of law. 

He first was elected to the 
House in 1936, and after four 
years there, he was elected to 
the Senate, succeeding Hon. Jo- 
seph R. Cotton of Lexington, 
now a judge of the Land Court, 
who also presided over the up- 
per branch of the Legislature. 

In recognition of his efficient 
service for four years in the 
Senate. Mr. Coolidge was elected 
to the presidency of that body 
for the two year session of 1945- 
’46. He was chosen on the first 
ballot by his colleagues, a rare 
honor. 

In the House of Representa- 
tives, he served on such com- 
mittees as the Judiciary, Educa- 
tion. Labor and Industries, of 
which he was clerk, and Elec- 
tion Laws. 

In the Senate, before being 
elected president, he serve don 
the committees on Judiciary, 
Ways and Means. Education, and 
as chairman of the committees 
on Pensions and Transportation. 

He has served also on four 
special recess commissions of the 
Legislature. He still is serving 
on the commission on Interstate 
cooperation, and as chairman of 
the special commission investi- 
gating and studying the rapid 
transit system for Greater Bos- 
ton. 

Mr. Coolidge married Mabel 
F. Tilton of Norwood in 1910. 
They have three children, Mrs. 
Dorothy B. Cox of Malden, Rob- 
ert T. Coolidge. on the faculty 
of the Yale School of Fine Arts 
of New Haven. Conn., and Ar- 
thur W. Coolidge Jr., of Schenec- 
tady, New York, an electrical 
engineer.

Great Demand for 
New Telephones 

— o — 

Telephones installed by work- 
ers of the New England Tele- 
phone A Telegraph Company 
since the first of the year have 
resulted in a net gain of 77,000, 
or more telephones than ever 
were gained in any previous full 
year, Manager Campbell of the 
Company here announced today. 

Here In Newton a total of 526 
telephones have been installed 
during the 100-day period, Jan. 1- 
March 31, 1946, breaking all pre- 
vious local records for the winter 
months. 

The unprecedented Hemand for 
telephone service continues un- 
abated, and as a result of new 
requests since the first of the 
year, 85,000 persons are now 
waiting for service in Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Mass, 
and Rhode Island, as compared 
with 100,000 waiting applications 
as of January first. 

The stepping-up installation 
program is made possible by in- 
creased supplies of telephone in- 
struments and by the return to 
their jobs of many skilled tele- 
phone men from the armed 
forces. Men have been at work 
over week ends and holidays to 
install telephone instruments as 
rapidly as they are received. * 

The crying need now is for 
central office equipment, cables 
and wire, and, in some places, 
new buildings or additions to 
existing buildings to provide the 
necessary facilities to provide 
telephone service to, all who need 
It. During the months that will he 
required for manufacture and in- 
stallation of new equipment the 
Company will use all possible 
expedients and temporary im- 
provisations, to be replaced as 
soon as possible by permanent 
equipment. 

One result of this abnormal 
crowding of telephone operating 
equipment, together with a re- 
sulting tremendous Increase in 
the. number of telephone calls, 
has been an unavoidable tenden- 
cy to slow down service to some 
extent during the busiest hours 
of the day. 

Slower dial tone in some sec- 
tions is an indication of this 
tendency toward slower service, 
but this delay usually lasts for 
no more than a few seconds. By 
waiting always for dial tone, 
telephone users can be sure of 
having their calls go through as 
usual. 

"This is a temporary condition 
that will end when our new 
equipment is in operation," Man- 
ager Campbell said. "Eventually, 
of course, telephone service will 
be better than ever bef/ve. But 
our principal problem light now 
is to give service to ail who need 
it. Our engineers have made sur- 
veys and studies of all our equip- 
ment and have come up with 
ideas that have never been used 
before to crowd more and more 
telephones into service without 
being able to add to otir equip- 
ment. Naturally, with such ab-

A total of 2002 treatments were 
given for artrhitis last year, 
5366 individual hay-fever inocu- 
lations, 631 B-rays and fluoros- 
copy case3 in which 78 per cent, 
of the cases of tuberculosis 
diagnosed at the Clinic wore new- 
ly discovered. There were also 
nearly 1500 medicine prescrip- 
tions dispensed free.

Veterans Urge

The Newton Chapter of the 
American Veterans Committee, 
a veterans organization of this 
war on a nationwide scale, at a 
meeting in the Newtonville Wom- 
en’s Club house, voted unanim- 
ously to propose to the city gov- 
ernment the establishment of a 
housing authority to cope with 
the housing emergency. A com- 
mittee of AVC members, led by 
William A. Medlicott, chairman 
of the Newton Chapter, called 
upon Mayor Paul M. Goddard on 
Tuesday to present AVS’s reso- 
lution on housing and informally 
discuss the problem with the 
Mayor. 

Spokesmen for the AVC point- 
ed out that the present action of 
the group called for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to be com- 
posed of veterans and civic lead- 
ers who would work together to 
an early alleviation of housing 
difficulties both for veterans and 
other citizens. Their resolution 
also proposes that the further 
sale of land to which the city 
holds tax title be suspended un- 
til such time as sales of that 
lapd may be arranged to those 
who wish and will covenant to 
build for themselves on such 
land.

Silver Star to 
Grandson of Two 
Newton Families

Pfc. William Jones Witton. of 
the famous 160th Division, prac- 
tically annihilated in the Battle 
of the Bulge, has been posthu- 
mously awarded the Silver Star 
for the valiant part he played 
during those dark days. 

The citation is as follows: 

SILVER STAR 

"For gallantry in action on 17 
December 1944. near Oberschied, 
Germany. Private First Class 
Witton, while patrolling with his 
Commanding Officer. Captain 
Bishop, and Private Hunt behind 
advancing German columns, ob- 
served a lone German soldier 
firing direction flares for his £un 
crew. Advancing on alone, he 
stalked the enemy soldier back 
to his gun position and killed 
him with his Ml. then tossed 
three grenades into the gun em- 
placement killing its entire crew. 
He then destroyed the enemy 
weapon with the assistance of 
Private Hunt. Later while cov- 
ering a flank movement in an ' 
equally brave action. Private 
First Class Witton was fatally 
wounded. His heroic actions re- 
flect the highest credit upon him 
and the armed forces of the 
United States.” 

Private Witton was the grand- 
son of William H. Witton of 
Newton Centre and of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Valentine 
Jones of Newtonville. His great- 
grandfather. William Jones, set- 
tled in Newtonville in 1S70 and 
died there in 1907. Young Wit- 
ton grew up in Concord. Mass.. 
where commemorative services 
have been held for him.

The Coal Strike 

Let us hope that President Tru- 
man will have ordered the seizure 
of the coal mines by the time 
this column is being read. It is 
high time that drastic action 
should be taken. Many of us 
are wondering just why it has 
taken the White House so long 
lo decide that the coal strike IS 
a national disaster. With creep- 
ing business paralysis slowly 
settling down on the entire 
country, it would seem that both 
the President and Congress 
should swing into action. 

Many are wondering just what 
will happen. In the event of gov- 
ernment seizure, in case the 
miners refuse to work for the ! 
government. Of course, when 
similiar situations occurred after 
the war was over, workers were 
willing to resume operations. It 
is generally assumed that the 
coal miners will do likewise. If 
they do not, Heaven help this ( 
country. 

Now, the roots of the present 
trouble go a long way back. The 
passing of the old Wagner act 
and the continuous coddling of 
labor by the New Deal has gradu- 
ally created a class cleavage in 
the United States. Business has 
been governmentally damned so 
long and labor has so constantly 
been given all the breaks, that 
all the big labor leaders have 
come to consider themselves 
immune to ordinary laws. Each 
year they have gone a bit farther 
; than the previous year and 
each time they have gotten away 
| with whatever they wished to. 

! Naturally, therefore, they have 
i come to the conclusion that the 
federal government and Con- 
gress were both scared of them. 
Well, isn't that about the size 
of it? 

Consider our U. S. Senate. It 
was given the Case bill by the 
lower branch of Congress. First, 
it watered it down so that it 
was difficult to recognize. That 
was solely because it was the 
toughest labor measure passed 
by any branch of Congress in 
many years. Also, our worthy 
Senators had in mind that there 
was an election this fall and the 
labor vote was a source of worry 
to them back home. To be sure, 
only one-third of the Senate 
comes up for reelection, but that 
constitutes quite a sizeable group 
of solons. Next, the Case bill 
disappeared from the scene com- 
pletely. I am told that it is 
slumbering in committee some- 
where. That, incidentally, is one 
of the chief troubles with our 
governmental set-up today. Im- 
portant bills can be and are fre- 
quently. held in committee for 
an indefinite period and it is 
almost impossible to get them 
out on the floor of Congress 
where the entire body can vote 
on them. Later on, I am going 
to discuss possible reforms in 
Congressional procedure. A bill i 
along these lines is now pending, 
but I have been told that it 
stands but little chance of being 
passed. Too bad. 

Slate Election 

The interesting feature of the 
June primaries will be the two 
contests for second place on the 
state ticket. The Republican sit- 
uation has been greatly simpli- 
fied by the withdrawal of two 
of the four original candidates. 
Now we have a battle between 
Senate President Arthur W. Cool- 
idge of Reading and a veteran of 
world war 2, Mayor Cole of Lynn, 
who left his post to join the armed 
forces. 

What will be the result? As I 
understand the situation, the Cole 
candidacy is primarily due to a 
desire on the part of a substan 
tial group of Republicans to have 
a much younger and more active 
man in the second spot on the 
ticket. Arthur Coolidge is no j 
spring-chicken, to be sure: on the] 
other hand, he is far more active 
than many other men of his years. ; 
Also, his mental capacity is first- ! 
rate, as witness his come-back to 


a heckler the other day at the 
State House in connection with 
the FEPC bill. When asked to 
commit himself definitely on the 
current bill. President Coolidge 
said. "It is not correct procecdure 
that a presiding officer should be 
asked his opinion of pending leg- 
islation any more than a Judge 
should give his opinion on a case 
before a verdict is rendered.” (It 
is only fair to point out, however, 
that it was Coolidge's vote in the 
State Senate a year ago which 
killed the 1945 bill. I 

The other reason for the Cole 
candidacy is supposed to be that 
it is better strategy NOT to have 
an all-metropolitan Boston ticket. 
I realize that Coolidge lives in 
Reading, but he has a law office 
in Boston and many people think 
of him as a strictly local man. 
Then, too, there are many who 
dislike the old oscillator system, 
under which Republicans used to 
climb from the Speakership of 
the House or the Presidency of 
the Senate to the position of Lt. 
Governor and later to Governor. 
Returning war veterans are sup- 
posed to be especially hostile to 
this procecdure. 

My personal opinion, however, 
is that Arthur Coolidge will win 
the nomination. I see no good 
reason why he should be turned 
down.

The Arch- 
bishop's fund provides support 
for charitable institutions in the 
Archdiocese and assists in 
launching new projects to aid the 
poor and needy. 

As was the case In wartime 
paper collections, residents are 
asked to tie their newspapers, 
magazines, and paper boxes in 
separate bundles.

Possibly you may have noted 
that several times I have written 
about Crystal Lake being a Great 
Pond and that if possible we 
should have the shores which 
face upon Norwood avenue for a 
public park. If people who are 
Interested In seeing fine open 
spaces could see the Lake now 
they would note the water being 
very high. The City engineer told 
me that the elevation was 148.57 
and that the weir was at eleva- 
tion 149.0. A neighbor on Nor- 
wood avenue said the water is 
the highest it has been since 1934. 

Now there are two great Ponds 
in Newton, Hammond Pond and 
Crystal Lake. They are historic 
and especially the pond at New- 
ton Centre. Much history could be 
written about what has taken 


place upon its waters In the 
years past from the colonial days. 

This pond might still make 
I history if it is controlled by the 
public and the shores along Nor- 
wood used for public purposes. 
One might say it will cost too 
much to maintain and other 
thoughts, but we notice that a 
public improvement often In- 
creases the value of the adjoining 
land, and more than offsets the 
cost. If an apartment house were 
built upon the opposite side of 
Norwood avenue instead of the 
shore side, what a wonderful 
prospect and lovable spot it 
would be. Opposite an open space 
that might be a memorial to the 
veterans of the last war. Just 
look at the Lake and see the 
beauty that can be made for the 
future.

Canned foods, are characteristic- 
ally American. They are easily 
identified. They are practical to 
handle and to ship. They are 
suitable for individual collection 
and distribution. 

Contributions to the Emergency 
Food Collection may take either 
of two forms: 1. Actual cans of 
food. 2. Money with which to 
I buy food. The kinds of food 
most needed are: milk, (con- 
densed, evaporated, or dried), 
meat, fish, and peanut butter. 
| Next on the list are: baby foods, 
baked beans, stews, soups, hon- 
ey, fruits, juices and vegetables. 

Money contributions to the 
Emergency Food Collection will 
| be utilized only for the purchase 
! of food. No deductions are 
made from contributions for op- 
erating costs. Every cent of ev- 
ery dollar contributed goes entir- 
ely for the purchase of addition- 
al supplies. Checks or donations 
of cash should be mailed to War- 
ren W. Oliver, 305 Walnut street, 
Newtonville, 60, Massachusetts. 
Please make checks payable to 
Warren W. Oliver, Treasurer, 
Newton UNRA.

Dr. Herbert Hit chon, D.D., pas- 
tor of the First Unitarian Church 
In West Newton, who recently 
returned from a trip to England 
where he had made a study of 
conditions, was the speaker at 
the meeting of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club on Friday, May 3, at 
♦ he Brae Burn Country Club. 

Mr. Hitchen was Introduced 
by Rev. Ray A. Eusden of the 
Eliot Congregational Church, 
Newton. Speaking on “One 
World or None" Dr. Hitchen 
said: 

“Wilkie’s 'One World 1 is truly ! 
a reality today when in 15 hours 
flying time brings one from La- 
Guardia Field to southern Eng- 
land. A tremendous change has 
taken place in o\\r material realm 
but practically none in our men- 
tal and spiritual way of life. Un- 
less we bring about this change, 
and do it soon, another war will 
come which will result in total 
and final death. Today we face 
“One Word or None". Vast dev 
astalion with gaping cellar holes, 
boarded up buildings, and a to- 
tal lack of window glass faces 
one all over Londan. Yet, withal, 
there is an almost incredible de- 
gree of tidiness gas, water! 
and electricity function as usual 
and the rubble is cleared away. 

Peace has finally come to Eng- 
land but, more than during the 
war, she faces the grimmest of 
tests — total bankruptcy stares 
her in the face. Food is adequate 
in amout but totally lacking in 
calory content. England former- 
ly 95% self-supporting agricul- 
turally is now 80% but there still 
Is a 20% gap that we must help 
her fill. 75% of what is manufac- , 
tured must be exported and Eng- 
land needs funds to buy. The 
U. S. loan to The Island Empire 
is vital to her and to U3 as well. 
Rations are. 1 egg per capita per 
month (our is 1 per day) — 23c 
worth of meat per person per 
day— and on fresh fruit for the , 
past 6 years. 

“The decision”,* concluded Dr. 
Hitchen, “is on your doorstep 
and mine as to whether uncount- 
ed millions in England and the 
rest of the world will survive. 
We cannot, must not, fail them."

Lions Club 

The members of the Newton 
Lions Club, on Thursday eve- 
ning. May 2, enjoyed a fine talk 
by Reverend William Willten- 
burg. His topic was, “The Prob- 
lem of the Forgotten Man.” 

Reverend Willtenburg is en- 
gaged in the very interesting 
work of visiting the inmates of 
prison, reformatory, and mental 
institutions. He serves them in 
a religious and social capacity. 

Displaying a deep knowledge 
concerning the welfare of insti- 
tutional inmates Reverend Will- 
tenburg told of many of his ex- 
periences with them. He em- 
phasized the fact that much 
more could be done for these 
unfortunates than is being done 
at the present, time. He stated 
that “the state of Mass, has 
many institutions headed by per- 
sons of sterling character. Still 
there exists many deplorable 
conditions which could be recti- 
fied through the mechanics of 
hotter legislation. The law-mak- 
ing bodies of the state should 
be made to realize that they are 
the responsible parties in allow- 
ing such bad conditions to con- 
tinue. Service clubs, such as the 
Lions, Kiwanis, Rotary, Red 
Cross, etc., are the ideal groups 
to make their voices heard in 
protest of such conditions." 

Stating the case of women in 
reformatories and prisons, he 
said, “Many women are put into 
prisons because of illicit affairs 
with men. Most of these women 
have had, or are about to be 
with, illegitimate child. The 
laws of the state make these 
women out to be ‘criminals.’ As 
such they are placed behind bars 
along with real criminal women. 
Meanwhile, the men who have 
been responsible for the plights 
of these unfortunate women 
either go free, or given suspend- 
ed sentences. In this way these 
same men are free to go along 
their merry ways to cause more 
shaming damage to the woman- 
hood of Mass. Something is radi- 
cally wrong with the penal laws 
of the state. 1 This condition must 
be corrected as soon as possible.”

urban First Baptist Church, 
Evanston, Illinois. While In Chi- 
cago he received in 1916 his Mas- 
ter’s degree and in 1917 the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Divinity. 

He was called to his present 
position after a six-and-one-half- 
year pastorate of the Church of 
the Master (Baptist), Cleveland, 
Ohio. This church, located in 
the midst of a rapidly changing | 
population, makes heavy de- j 
mands on the ability and re- j 
sourcefulness of its leader, but j 
during the worst of the depres - 1 
sion period (1929-35) it kept a 
strong morale and vigorous pro- 
gram of service to the commun- 
ity. 

Since poming to Massachu- 
setts (October 1, 1935) Dr. Jen- 
nings has been quickly and en- 
thusiastically received as leader 
in the Protestant co-operative 
work. His ability as a preacher 
nas been recognized by invita- 
tions to speak in many of the 
outstanding pulpits of Boston 
and the stateras well as to the 
Methodist Social Union, and Con- 
gregational Club of Boston, and 
a number of denominational 
state and district meetings. 

More recently Dr. Jennings 
has been elected a member of 
the Federal Council’s Commis- 
sion on a Just and Durable Peace. 
He is also member of the Board 
of Directors of the Greater Bos- 
ton United War Fund, and of 
the Washingtonian Hospital. 

A question period will follow 
Dr. Jennings’ talk.

er Boston and Ixnvell- Lawrence 
marketing areas. Appointed by 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son, effective May 6, Mr. Aplin 
succeeds Samuel W. Tator, who 
has become director of the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture in Washington. 

A native of Vermont, from 
which Boston receives 70. per- 
cent of its milk supply, Mr. Ap- 
lin has been closely associated 
with the Boston market since 
the inception of Federal regula- 
tion in November 1933. A man 
with keen abilities and long fa- 
miliarity with milk marketing 
problems, he has served as as- 
sistant market administrator to 
the three previous Boston ad- 
ministrators who have bepn ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. In this capacity he 
aided in steering Federal regu- 
lation through New England 
courts, thereby helping to es- 
tablish the constitutionality of 
the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937 and the 
validity of milk marketing or- 
ders issued under it — questions 
which were finally settled by the 
United States Supreme Court in 
the so-called Rock Royal and 
Hood cases, considered together. 

Mr. Aplin was born in 1903 
and brought up on a Putney, Ver- 
mont, dairy farm, the Aplin 
homestead since the State was 
added to the Union in 1791. He 
graduated with the class of 1924 
and the Agricultural College of 
the University of Vermont 
where he received the degree of 
Master of Science in 1926. In 
1926 and 1927, he worked for 
the United States Tariff Com- 
mission, conducting cost of pro- 
duction studies, including a 
study of the cost of producing 
milk and cream in the United 
States and Canada. 

Shortly after his marriage in 
October 1927 to Amanda Davi- 
son of Craftsbury, Vermont, Mr. 
Aplin became County Agricul- 
tural Agent in Addison County, 
Vermont. He later operated a 
dairy farm near Vergenrttes, but 
returned to the Vermont Exten- 
sion Service as a county agent 
at large in October 1931. The 
following April he became Ex- 
tension Economist In Marketing 
at the University of Vermont 
where he wrote a bulletin con- 
cerning the Boston milk market- 
and carried on educational pro- 
grams for milk producers. On 
November 10, 1933, he came to 
Boston to assist Frederic Sny- 
der in administering the first 
Federal milk license in the Bos- 
ton market. 

The Aplins have a son, Rich- 
ard Davison Aplin, who is a 
Junior at Newton High School 
and is assistant manager of the 
school’s successful baseball 
team.

In recent weeks there have been several calls for fires In oil 
burners. In some cases the occupant of the house could not 
show a permit for the storage of the oil. Some of the oil burner 
installations lacked parts of the regular requirements. People ir. 
some places claimed they never knew that a permit was required. 

The law requiring a permit for the storage of oil is as follows: 
Mass. General Laws, Chapter 148, Section 23. No volatile inflam- 
mable fluid except an amount not exceeding one quart contained 
in an approved safety can arid non-volatile inflammable fluid ex- 
cept an amount not exceeding ten gallons for domestic use shall 
be kept, used or stored in any part of any building used for habi- 
tation, and no volatild inflammable fluid in quantity exceeding one 
gallon contained in an approved safety can, and no non-volatile 
inflammable fluid in quantity exceeding thirty gallons, shall be 
kept, used or stored, except in the tank of an automobile, motor 
boat or stationary engine, within fifty feet of any building used 
for habitation, unless a permit has first been obtained therefor 
from the head of the fire department’ under such terms and con- 
ditions as he may prescribe. 

If you cannot locate your permit or if you have never had a 
permit for the storage of oil for either a range oil burner, space 
heater for a room or for your power oil burner for heating your 
home, please apply for an ‘Application for a Permit’ at either 
Fire Department Headquarters or your local fire station. Fill in 
the application and enclose a self-addressed, stamped envelope 
with it and mail it to the Newton Fire Department, 1164 Centre 
Street, Newton Centre. The self-addressed envelope is to return 
the permit to you.

Nearly $300,000 Subscribed by

Announcement that thus far 
in the campaign to raise $2,250,- 
000 for the expansion of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital that 52 of its 
68 trustees have subscribed $152,- 
679 to the building fund was 
made today by Neil Leonard, 
chairman of the committee.

The graduates of the School of 
Nursing adopted $24,000 as the 
goal for their joint subscription 
to provide the Nursing Arts 
Laboratory of the enlarged 
school as a memorial to all grad- 
uates. The Nurses’ Alumnae As- 
sociation subscribed $2500 as its 
share of this total. 

Members of the Hospital Aid 
Association have pledged $25,-

1 No. 1— A large percentage of 1

I actually hostile to the Stassen 
J candidacy. Insiders state that 
Willkie himself, even when he 
i was close to death, found it hard 
I to forgive Stassen and those 
backing him for his intrusion 
: into the 1944 campaign. Looking 
1 backward, it does seem as tho’ 
j Stassen put a seriqus crimp in 
Willkie’3 aspirations by chal- 
I lenging him in the Wisconsin 
! primaries. When Willkie failed 
I to win at that point, he with- 
drew. as he had stated that he 
would. 

No. 2 — Political observers will 
recall that Senator Ball of Min- 
; nesota was the man who shoved 
Stassen into the limelight in 1944 
| Later on, for reasons which were 
never too convincing, at least to 
seasoned Republican politicians. 
Senator Ball bolted Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, the G. O. P. nominee 
and declared himself for Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt. For that 
grievous offense, the Minnesota 
gentleman is frequently referred 
to as "the politically-late Senator 
Ball ". The point is that Ball is so 
unpopular right now that his 
friendship with Stassen may 
merely mean the "kiss of death" 
to the latter. 

No. 3— -Stassen has declined to 
run against Senator Shipstead 
of Minnesota, whom many of the 
experts feel sure he could de- 
feat. Shipstead is old and slip- 
ping fast, like our own David I. 
Walsh, Senior Senator from 
Massachusetts. If our own Henry 
Cabot Lodge could finally deside 
to challenge our veteran Senior 
Senator, Hon. David I. Walsh, 
cynical Republicans throughout 
the country want to know, (and 
quite properly, it seems to me) 
just why Stassen has not shown 
the same courage and run 
against Senator Shipstead. 

No. 4— Stassen has taken the 
field too early in the game. He 
, is way out front, largely because 
most of the other candidates, in- 
1 eluding the coy dark-horses, con- 
I sider it smarter politics to bide

their time and study political 
trends throughout the country. 

The Gubernatorial Axe 

It has recently been called to 
my attention, tho’ It was still In 
my sub conscious mind, that Gov. 
Tobin. At the time he first took 
office, announced with due sol- 
emnity and apparent sincerity 
that he did not propose to mis- 
miss any efficient and faithful 
public servant without due 
cause. 

Well, well and again well! One 
of the first bad miscues on the 
Governor’s part was the firing, 
entirely without justification, of 
our own Julius Warren, former 
Superintendent of Schools. The 
mere fact that he may have been 
indirectly kicked upstairs, with- 
out the help of our Chief Execu- 
tive, is neither here nor there. 
The point is simply this: here 
was a typical career man with a 
spotless record, apart from the 
sad fact that he was a Republi- 
can officeholder In the Democra- 
tic regime of Gov. Tobin. So the 
axe was 3wung and another 
high-grade public servant left 
the service of the state. We will 
skip the Herman McDonald fias- 
co. as that has previously been 
discussed here. That was like- 
wise somewhat brutal, to put it 
mildly, even tho’ Dan Lyne did 
step down from the heights of 
the Bar Association in order to 
lend a sort of dignity to the 
ridiculous proceedings. 

We will also omit, for the time 
being, any discussion of General 
Keville’s dismissal a3 Adjutant 
General, partly because his ad- 
vancing age may seem to some 
impartial observers to be suffi- 
cient grounds for the swinging 
of the State House axe. 

What really burns me up to- 
day is the manhandling which 
Capt. Stokes, our extremely ef- 
ficient Commissioner of Public 
Safety, is currently getting. His 
term theoretically expired some 
time ago. as I recall it. However, 
he is still hanging on, NOT be- 
cause the Governor has the 
slightest expectation of re-ap- 
pointing him. but because he has 
been, apparently, ’building up 
his nerves to the point where he 
will have the courage to fire him 
and submit the name of his suc- 
cessor. It had better be a mighty 
good man or the general public 
will set up a terrific howl. 

My main point is simply this. 
How can this state possibly ex- 
pect to draw men of substance 
into public life IF they know 
in advance that a change in ad- 
ministration on Beacon Hill will 
result in their dismissal, unless, 
perchance, the men in question, 
happen to be of the same politi- 
cal belief?

Rotary Club 

— o — 

Mr. Carl Phelps, principal of 
the Kodaikanal School of South- 
ern India, speaking at the meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club 
on Friday, at the Brae Burn 
Country Club gave a very com- 
plete picture of the educational 
facilities available to American 
children in southern India. The 
student body is drawn from the 
very vast area of southern Asia. 
Students attend the school com- 
ing from distances of from 300 to 
1000 miles. They are drawn from 
Arabia in the West and Thailand 
in the East, i but most of them 
come from southern India, and 
for the greater part are children 
of missionaries. However, 25 per 
cent of the boys and girls at- 
tending this school are the child- 
ren of professional and industrial 
executives located in India. The 
children arc all headed for col- 
lege on the completion of their 
courses at the school, which goes 
from grade* one through senior 
high school. 

The students are generally 
sons and daughters or college 
graduates and are very high 
type and good character, with 
IQ’s ranging from 110 to 140, 
the average being about 130. 
There are between 150 and 200 
in attendance. 

The school is excellently locat- 
ed 7000 ft. above sea level on a 
plateau in southern India on 
about 6 acres of land. The build- 
ings include 3 dormitories, in- 
firmary. music room, gymnas- 
ium, playground and recreational 
facilities. 

The staff, prior to the war, 
were mostly Americans who serv- 
ed for a 5-year term and then 
took a year’s vacation. But during 


the war the staff became quite 
cosmopolitan because Americans 
were not available. The actual ! 
school months differ from those 
of the . north temperate zone 
which are September to June, be- 
cause of the seasonal climate in 
India, but is generally 180 days. 
The program consists of the 
finest of American and English 
literature, and no difficulty has 
been experienced in having the 
certificates of the school accept- 
ed by U. S. colleges and univer- 
sities. We in Newton have an op- 
portunity to appreciate the child- 
ren who are here for a year's 
period when they attend our own 
chools. Former principal of 
Newton High School, Mr. Paul 
Elicker, at the recent anniversary 
of Walker Missionary HoYno, fav- 
orably commended on their per- 
formance. The adaptability of 
the graduates as they come to 
the United States has been very 
good, and there never has been 
any difficulty experienced by 
/students in adapting their meth- 
ods and ways of life to American 
standards, even though they had 
had considerable service from 
their servants which they lacked 
when they attended American 
colleges and universities. It was 
quite evident from Mr. Phelps’ 
talk that executives and mission- 
aries in India within 1000 miles 
who have children in the forma- 
tive years need not worry about 
their education. 

Mr. Phelps is a graduate of 
the Newton schools and Wesley- 
an College and holds a Master 
of Education degree from Boston 
University, also a Chemical En- 
gineer degree from Massachu- 
1 setts Institute of Technology. 

Mr. James G. A. Mitchell. Gen- 
eral Service Manager for C. A. 
Breed was inducted into the 


Club by Howard Selby, as an ad- 
ditional active member of the oil 
burning equipment classification. 
Mr. Selby outlined the objectives 
of Rotary and Mr. Mitchell’s 
duties as a member. 

It was announced by President 
Oliver that a provisional club had 
been started at Maynard, Mass., 
and they are looking forward to i 
the receipt of their charter some 
time in June.

Forty members of the High- 
land Glee Club of Newton.

sharply contrasting phrases of 
"Open Our Eyes" by Macfarlane, 
"My Heart Commends Itself to 
Thee" by Orlando Di Lasso, and 
" Dear Harp of My Country" by 
Northcote. In these, clear dic- 
tion blended well with subtle nu- 
ance quite remarkable indeed for 
such a large group of singers. 
In three numbers, Mr. Ernest W.

Last Monday morning, the 
family car needing a little wir- 
ing, ignitidh work and such, the 
writer left it in the care of a 
West Newton expert, and with 
an hour or so to while away, 
hied himself along Watertown 
street, in the general direction 
of West Newton Square. A bal- 
my, sunny morning, it was a 
pleasure to stroll lazily along, 
taking in the sights and sounds 
of that section of the city, where 
the good people attend services 
in the several churches up there, 
and the baddies say "Good 
Morning" to the several judges 
in our city’s magnificent District 
Courthouse. 

On the sidewalk, at the junc- 
tion of Washington and Water- 
town streets, a little boy about 
five was having himself a load 
of fun tossing a wooden airplane 
in the air, while a little girl, a 
year younger, maybe, all dressed 
up in a bright red coat, whooped 
in glee each time she retrieved 
it for him. Talk about fun! One 
toss, however, landed the plane 
out on the busy highway, five 
feet or so, from the curb, and 
the tiny girl, with no thought of 
anything in the world, but the 
fun she was having, dashed right 
out after it, directly in the path 
of a small runabout piloted by 
an elderly gent with long, snow 
white hair. He immediately per- 
formed just about the grandest 
bit of operating seen around 
these parts since at least a year 
ago last Thursday. His tires 
screamed at exactly the same 
time he threw the steering wheel 
over and, as a result, managed 
by a bare fraction of an inch to 
escape hitting the tot in the 
bright red coat. 

Those of us who witnessed the 
near tragedy were pretty close 
to the state known as paralysis, 
but Little Red Riding Hood, 
totally unaware of her narrow 
escape, simply scampered back 
to the sidewalk, where she bliss- 
fully handed the toy to her boy 
friend, inviting him with her 
dancing eyes to try it again. The 
elderly gent in the small run- 
about. wiped his brow with a 
coatsleeve, and drove away mut- 
tering to himself. 

It sure was a close one, and 
dropping in at the busy offices 
of the Police Traffic Bureau, a 
short while later, I mentioned 
the incident to the Inspector-In- 
Charge, Bill Dowling, Inspectors 
Tom Mclney and Ed. Chadwick. 
Close alright, they agreed, but 
i a common occurrence one hun- 
dred times a day on the city's 
streets. Children just don’t have 
the awareness of danger or the 
adult reasoning powers, they de- 
clared. Two youngsters, playing 
on the sidewalk, should have an 
adult guardian at all times, 
Dowling said. As a matter of 
fact, he continued, children 
should be taught to never cross 
a busy highway unless accom- 
panied by an older person. Cross- 
ing to the files, Dowling handed 
the writer an accident report 
filed by Inspectors Chadwick 
and Mclnaney. It concerned an 
accident on Centre street, where 
a little girl, aged 7. was struck 
by an automobile. "Upon our ar-

rival," it read gruesomely, "a 
child was about to be put in a 
police ambulance. . ." 

"You see what I mean?" in- 
quired Inspector Dowling!* "It 
just takes a second. This little 
girl was in a coma for three 
weeks. Now, however, thanks to 
a delicate brain operation, she’s 
out of it and is expected to re- 
cover.” 

"Spring is here." Dowling con- 
cluded, "and it’s the sincere hope 
of all of us up here that children 
and grownups alike, will observe 
the safety rules and laws. They 
were instituted for their protec- 
tion and will function in the man- 
ner intended if only the general 
public will respect them. . .’’

; Worn Ont Mattresses 
■ Wear Out Nerves 

A recent syndicated newspaper 
story quoted Dr. John P. Wood, 

Orthopedic Surgeon and presi- 
dent-elect of the American Or- 
thopedic Association, as saying, 

"Worn out mattresses and 
springs wear out nerves and are 
the indirect cause of many ail- 
ments. A sagging mattress 
tends to throw the body out of 
line. When this physical dis- 
order occurs, the relationship of 
joints is altered, which in turn 
affects the nerve and blood sup- 
ply to the various organs. 

In commenting on this article, 

Edward Rose, president of the 
Rose-Derry Company of Newton, 

Massachusetts, points out that 
this has long remained obscure in 
the minds of the public. "Many 
orthopedic devices have been of- 
fered which only at best could 
serve as a substitute for a mat- 
tress of a firm, level design." 
said Mr. Rose in a recent inter- 
view. "Not only are worn out 
mattresses a cause of many ail- 
ments, but improperly designed 
or constructed mattresses as 
well. A great number of people 
still retain the mistaken idea 
that a soft mattress offers most 
in sleeping comfort. Actually, 
the reverse is true. Perfect pos- 
ture and relaxed sleep are most 
certainly related, and a firm, 
level mattress, one that supports 
the body properly, is the best 
guarantee of both." 

During war years, proper re- 
placement for worn out mat- 
tresses were not readily obtain- 
able. This situation has im- 
proved somewhat during the

Bill — How arc we going to get along with less bread in this 
house? Junior's growing fast and he eats like a horse. How 
will we ever keep him filled up I've got a pretty good appetite 
myself, particularly since I've started working in the garden 
every evening for a couple of hours. 

Jane — I've been trying to puzzle that out myself, for I know 
that we should save all the wheat we can for shipment to Europe 
during the present emergency. 

Bill — Did you call your pals down at the Nutrition Center? 
They generally come through with some pretty good suggestions. 

Jane — Yes. Mary (next-door neighbor) and I stopped in 
Wednesday morning before we did our shopping to see if they 
had any suggestions to offer. 

Bill — What did they have to say anyway? 

Jane — They told us that we housewives could save a lot of 
bread in the course of a month if we were careful not to waste 
a slice. Crusts and stale bread can be \ised as crumbs on scal- 
loped dishes, for example. And if you notice. I'm keeping my 
bread wrnpped up well in the icebox to prevent it from molding. 
I lose quite a bit that way when warm weather comes along. 

Bill— Oh, yes. I wondered what the bread was doing in there 
when I went in there to get a glass of milk last night. I also 
saw a bowl of mashed potatoes. What have you got that hanging 
around for? 

jane — That's another way to save. I have mashed potatoes 
made up and all set to use in place of biscuit crust on meat pie. 
I also used mashed potatoes to stuff our chicken last Sunday. 
Remember how keen you and Junior were about it? I think 
that if every housewife tries to prevent waste of stale bread 
and uses more potatoes and other cereals than wheat, such ns 
oatmeal, rye. or cornmeal, we ought to be able to save a good 
deal of wheat, to ship to those who need it so badly at the 
present time in Europe. 

Jane's recipe for Potato Stuffing for Chicken 

Ingredients: 2 cups unseasoned mashed potato, 1 cup stale 
bread crumbs. 1 egg heaten. 1 tablespoon finely minced onion, 
half cup fat. melted, 1 teaspoon salt, quarter teaspoon pepper, 
1 teaspoon sage. 

To make— Combine all ingredients and pile lightly into the 
bird. Or use in place of bread stuffing in meat roasts.

It is very important to tell the type of fire as this determines 
the type and number of apparatus to be dispatched.

—a brush flre usually calls for one piece of apparatus, a building 
flre calls for the Chief or Deputy Chief or both, two engine com- 
panies and one ladder company. After dark the lighting plant is 
dispatched also to all building fires and emergency calls. 

As a precautionary measure, learn where the location of your 
nearest street Fire Alarm box is, for your home and your place of 
business in c^ie your telephone should fail or be out of order. If 
you do pull an alarm box stay there or have someone stay there 
to direct the apparatus to the flre. 

Instruct your children never to pull a false fire alarm or 
cause or allow it to be done by others if it is within their power 
to prevent it. It may be the cause of an accident and cost some- 
one's life unnecessarily. 

On stormy days, please do not call or allow the children to 
call the Fire Department to ascertain if there is any school. Listen 
to the radio at the appointed time or your parents be the judge 
about sending the children to school. When you flood the switch- 
board with these calls it may be that you are holding up a real 
emergency call from being placed or that you are holding up im- 
portant Fire Department communications.

A surprising number of replies 
have been received in response 
to a questionnaire which was 
mailed to more than 5000 New- 
ton veterans last week. 

The questionnaire was sent 
out by the Citizens Advisory 
Committee for Returning Vete- 
rans. in a City wide survey on 
the housing requirements for re- 
turned service men. Roy S. Ed- 
wards is chairman of the com- 
mittee and the survey is being 
conducted under his supervision. 

The questionnaire requires 
answers to questions as to the 
veterans present living condi- 
tions. whether or not they are 
satisfactory, if not, does the 
veteran desire to buy, rent, or 
build a home, the price range 
which he can afford, the num 
ber of persons in the family, etc. 

Early replies disclose that 
veterans urgently require im- 
mediate solution to their hous- 
ing problems, but on the whole, 
the responses indicate that the 
problem here is not grave, or 
incapable of solution. 

The two outstanding problems, 
as disclosed by replies already 
received are, eviction and the 
expectation of a child. 

Typical cases show that a 
veteran with four in the family- 
can afford housing which would 
cost him 530.00 a month; others: 1 
family of 5 can afford $55.00 per 
month.

Family of 4 can afford $40.00 
Family of 2 can afford $50.00

No one know? when the demoralization caused by the present 
situation in the United States a? the result of one-sided labor 
laws will end. The money losses paused the workmen are in- 
rnlculable, blit they are the least of the penalty we are paying 
for the inability of American citizens to settle their grievances 
without industrial warfare. 

We are losing the respect of the world at a time when we 
should be an example of progress as the result of intelligent 
action on our own domestic problems. 

The goal of the American labor movement today seems to 
be unbridled power. It i* already a monopoly that can strangle 
a nation at will and defy the awards of duly appointed arbitra- 
tors. and thumb its nose at the government with impunity. 
Unless the people awaken and deal with this monopoly, the same 
as they have with industrial monopolies, and make them all 
bend their knee to laws and court, we will in a short time find 
ourself under as ruthless a dictatorship as did the German people. 

The seriousness of the present crisis is indicated by a brief 
news item which states that ’delegates representing 80.000 CIO 
Federal, state and municipal employes met in Atlantic City and 
repealed their former declaration that 'it shall not be the policy 
of this organization to engage in strikes as a means of achieving 
its objectives’.” 

Tn the publicly expressed opinion of the late President Roose- 
velt. as well as President Truman, if workers ran strike against 
government, there is no government. 

A Tragic Error 

Again it has been demonstrated that government manage- 
ment is a poor substitute for natural economic law. The magn- 
rine Fortune has published a comprehensive discussion of the 
world-wide food problem. Famine stalk- much of the world. 
The I'nited States has been counted upon to help prevent starva- 
tion for millions. It had promise! aid which tragic political 
tinkering with agricultural production will make impossible of 
fulfillment. With damning finality. Fortune declares: 'The T. 
;t. was short of wheat in a time of world famine because the 
i'nited States government hail deliberately planned for -carcity 
Bv manipulating price ceilings and subsidies, the government 
had made it more profitable for farmers tn turn their grain into 
meat than to sell it for bread and other uses. ■

Modern crime detection meth- ' 
ods are a great deterrent to , 
many of the gentry who'd like; 
to take a flyer in crime, and 
to those who take the step, 1 
they’re a stumbling blocK of no 
mean proportions. There’s no 
question, but that science, and 
the manner in which the modern 
law officer operates, is a staunch 
bulwark between the law abid- 
ing citizens and those who would 
prey upon them. 

The old-time policeman, how- 
ever, maintained a pretty good 
average, too, in the never ceas- 
ing battle with crime and the 
criminals. Some of the achieve- 
ments of the old timers read 
just about fairly similar to the 
current issues of the Action 
magazine detectives. In the old 
days, without cruising cars,

business, and the business con- 
cluded, walked through the 
stenographers’ office to the 
offices of the traffic bureau, 
where Inspector Chadwick was 
busily studying a transportation 
problem. . . . 

, “Say,” I grinned at Chadwick, 
"next to being an Inspector, a 
Chief's job isn't too bad." 

Chadwick grinned back. 
"Brother." he said. "Don't let 
that quiet voice and easy going 
manner deceive you. Twenty 
years ago yes, even five years 
ago, if you had to make a de- 
cision between tangling with a 
buzz saw and the Chief in there, 
I’d have advised you to take a 
chance with the ol’ buzz saw. 
The Chief sure moved fast in 
the days, when a patrolman, he 
pounded a beat in this city." 

Chadwick, it proved, knew his 
subject, as the records proved 
later.

captured him, was one of the 
most interesting ease histories 
this scribe has ever seen. So 
with the thought the readers of, 
this article may enjoy catching 
j up with the doings in our town, 

! nearly thirty years ago, I'm 
! passing it along. . . . 

; It seems that Patrolman! 
i Veduccio, walking his beat down 
Adams street, about twenty-eight 
, years ago, reached the corner 
I of Adams and Washington 
streets at just about the same 
time patrolman Mahoney, travel- 
ling from the opposite direction, 
reached the same corner. They 
talked shop, one imagines, as is 
the usual custom with cops dur- 


ing the wee small hours—it was 
then 2 a.m. — and while thus en- 
gaged, observed a man running 
along the Boston and Albany 
railroad tracks. They shouted 
to him to halt, which only served 
to increase his pace. They took 
after him, jumping over the 
fence. He was running in the 
direction of Newton Corner, 
and under the Church street 
bridge, Veduccio brought him 
down with what is now known 
as the flying tackle. 

Questioned by the officers, he 
was unable to . explain why he 
choose to run along the rsfil 
road tracks, or his presence on 
the street at such a late hour. 
The policemen, unable to get a 
satisfactory answer led him 
back to the police call box, call- 
ing for .the wagon. 

Patrolman Lechan, now a 
sergeant, arrived, informing Ve- 
duccio and Mahoney that a barn 
had been burned to the ground 
on River street, West Newton, 
and a man. a teamster at the 
place, burned to death. 

Mahoney and Veduccio, both 
suspicious of their prisoner, es- : 
pecially because he'd been run- 
ning from the direction of West 
Newton immediately began fir- j 
ing accusations at him in a 
manner that confused him to 
such a degree, that within a 
matter of minutes, he broke 
down, confessed the murder, the 
manner in which he had com- 
mitted it, and led them to the 
place where he’d hidden the 
murdered man’s money. Money 
for which he had committed 
murder. So, . in a matter of 
minutes, two cops of the olden 
days, sighted, chased, captured 
and wrung a confession from a 
cold blooded murderer and then 
locked him in a cell. 

After the murderer's trial was 
well under way he pleaded guilty 
to second degree murder and 
was sentenced to State Prison for 
life. Years at that institution 
affected his mind, and he even- 
tually was transferred to the 
Bridgewater Institution as a de- 
fective delinquent. He’s still 
there. 

Incidentally Chief Nicholas Ve- 
duccio was appointed to the 
Newton Police Department Janu- 
ary 1, 1915. He became a ser- 
geant. August 7, 1925. Septem- 
ber 24. 1930, he topped the ex- 
aminations and was appointed 
a lieutenant becoming a captain 
three years later, September 5, 
1933. On the occasion of Chief 
Michael Hughes death, Captain 
Veduccio was appointed Acting 
Chief, September 20 1944. Ex- 
aminations for the post of Chief 
were held in 1945, and again 
topping the list, Acting Chief 
Veduccio was appointed Chief of 
Newton’s Police Department, 
June 4, 1945.

High in the hills of Killingly, 
near Danielson, Conn., are the 
Hlllshire Down Farms, where a 
unique brand of cosmetics is 
manufactured especially for New 
England women. On the very 
farm where the ingredients are 
produced, while they are still 
fresh (and without, incidentally, 
the expense of transportation*, a 
small* but complete laboraory 
turns out a fragrant, pure, and 
special lino of creams, lotions, 
and powders for women who 
wish to give particular care to 
their skins. 

The unique factor is that these 
cosmetics are made with goats’ 
milk as their basic ingredient. 
Medical specialists have long 
realized that goats’ milk was 
especially useful in treating 
stomach ailments and skin con- 
ditions where people were sen- 
sitized to cows’ milk. One derma- 
tologist. who had imported a herd 
of Toggenburg goats from 
Switzerland to give her own son 
the benefit of their milk, conceiv- 
ed the idea of making cosmetics 
from the milk for women who 
were allergic to substances in- 
cluded in other beauty prepara- 
tions. 

Although the creams, lotions 
and oher items have now been 
manufactured in the little brick 
laboratory on the Killingly hill- 
side for several years, they have 
never been widely advertised nor 
distributed to more than a small 
number of New England stores.

All these are perfumed with 
pure flower oils made from apple 
blossoms — as befits a product 
from a Connecticut farm — and 
there are co-ordinated rouge, lip- 
stick, perfume and cologne which, 
although they do not contain any 
part of the goats’ milk, have been 
made up in the dermatologist’s 
formulae to conform to her stan- 
dards of purity. Beet juice Is 
used as the coloring agent in the 
rouge, and that would interest 
our grandmothers who used to 
solor their cheeks with it sur- 
reptitiously in a day when any 
artificial color was considered 
not quite nice. The lipsticks are 
colored with pure raspberry juice 
and they come in pink lady, 
raspberry, and medium tones. 

Besides apple blossom, the per- 
fume and cologne come in heath- 
er, lilac, rose, and spring bouquet, 
and because only the purest es- 
sence is used they are long-last- 
ing and effective. 

Other items in the line include 
a shampoo made from castile 
soap and castor oil, a sun tan leg’ 
paint for summer use, hand lo- 
tion, and shaving cream and lo- 
tion for men. The firm hopes 
later to put out baby oils and 
powders for allergic infants. 

In addition to being sold in- 
dividually, some of the products 
come in sets for gift use, attrac- 
tively packaged with the golden 
goat as their emblem.

Photostatic Machines 
To Be Used at 
Registry of Deeds 

— o — 

Middlesex South District Reg- 
istry of Deeds, being the largest 
county In the State of Massa- 
chusetts, after more than three 
hundred years of copying rec- 
ords by hand and jn recent years 
by the use of the typewriter, 
will in the near future do this 
work by photostatic machines. 
This innovation was brought 
about by Mr. Albert T. Guthelm, 
the present Register of Deeds, 
who for many years was the 
First Assistant Register of Deeds- 
and Acting Assistant Recorder 
of the Land Court under Mr. 
Leighton, who was the Register 
of Deeds. Upon the death of 
Mr. Leighton, in April, 1945, Mr. 
Gutheim was unanimously chos- 
en Register of Deeds by the 
present County Commissioners. 
In adopting the use of the photo- 
static machines Mr. Gutheim had 
the wholehearted cooperation of 
the County Commissioners, who 
provided sufficient funds for the 
purchase and installation of 
these machines. It is expected 
that the machines will be in- 
stalled and ready for use by 
June 1, 1946. The use of photo- 
static machines should prove of 
particular value to the thou- 
sands of home-owners through- 
out the Southern District of Mid- 
dlesex County. They will serve 
a two fold purpose: first, instru- 
ments left for recording can be 
completed and returned in about 
one-fourth of the time which is 
now taken for this purpose. Hav- 
ing in mind the anticipated ex- 
pansion in the real estate busi- 
ness and the constant demands 
of prospective builders and mort- 
gagees to have in their posses- 
sion the original instrument of 
the homeowner this would be a 
I great time saver. It will also 
i prove particularly beneficial to 
1 our returning servicemen who 
j will he taking advantage of the 
j G.I. Bill of Rights. Second, un- 
1 der the present system papers 
left for recording are copied in- 
to books which are kept in fire- 
proof cases. It is however pos- 
sible and probable that a con- 
flagration of the building would 
j destroy or damage these records, 

! which in most cases represent 
! the life savings of the home- 
owner. In such an event, it 
would be impossible to duplicate 
these records, as no copies would 
he available. With the use of 
i thp photostatic machines, micro- 
films will be made and the same 
j will be stored in a fireproof safe 
. for any future use. 

With the use of this new mod- 
i ern equipment the employees in 
, the Recording Department will 
be transferred to the Indexing 
1 Department and in this way ex- 
: pedite the consolidation of the 
Indexes down through 1945.

Each year the sounding of false fire alarms reap their toll of 
lives, injuries to civilians and firemen and damaged property due 
to some peoples preverted idea of fun or trying to be smart for 
which the taxpayers have to pay. 

There is no justification for any person over the age of 8 
years old of normal intelligence in sounding a false fire alarm. 
There is nothing honorable in committing such an act. If there 
was, the persons who do it would not leave the fire alarm box 
lest they be apprehended. They are grossly misusing a public 
emergency service and should be brought to justice. 

Stop for a moment and realize what can happen due to sound- 
ing a false fire alarm. An alarm is sounded and at fire alarm 
they do not know what it is for, so the regular box assignment is 
dispatched. This usually consists of the Chief, Deputy Chief, 
three or four engine companies and one or two ladder companies. 
After dark the lighting plant is dispatched to all box alarms. 
While enroute to answer this alarm a motorist may become in- 
volved in an accident with a piece of fire apparatus, damaging 
both machines, valuable equipment and injuring people. This 
same piece of fire apparatus, if it were not damaged might have 
been the means of saving someone’s life at the next real alarm. 

While this assignment is answering this false fire alarm, an- 
other call comes in for a real emergency in the same ares% Due 
to the fire apparatus in that section being out of quarters, ap- 
paratus from a greater distance has to be dispatched. This all 
takes time as even seconds count in saving a life. Death, injuries 
and a greater fire loss may result. Maybe this real call is for 
your home or that of a friend of yours. It would not be a very 
pleasant thought to cherish knowing that through your thought- 
lessness in sounding a false fire alarm you have brought a greater 
tragedy into someone’s life. 

Parents, taxpayers and citizens all of these false alarms are 
needless and are costly and you are paying for them, for the 
doctor and hospital bill% damage to property and mental suffer- 
ing incurred. Through the combined efforts of all good law-abid- 
ing citizens this practice can bo stopped. Talk it over with your 
whole family, point out to them that these fire alarm boxes are 
for their safety in case of emergency and are not to be played or 
tampered with. Never sound, cause or allow anyone else to sound 
a false fire alarm here in Newton or elsewhere if it is in your 
power to prevent it. It is usually only cowards that sound false 
alarms and no one respects a coward. Let us all do our part to 
be good law-abiding citizens that merit the respect of all good 
people. We live here in Newton so let’s make it the best place 
there is to live in. With your help we can do it. Stop False Fire 
Alarms Now!

Kiwanis Hears of 
Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital Activities 

— o — ■ 

Mr. Clarence McDavitt, vice- 
president of the Newton-Wclle3- 
ley Hospital, gave much infor- 
mation concerning his hospital’s 
efforts to heal the sick and ail- 
ing. the poor and the difficulties 
of operating such a huge institu- 
tion under present conditions, at 
the Wednesday noon luncheon of 
the Newton Kiwanis Club, at the 
Y.M.C.A., this week. 

The idea of having a hospital 
here originated one bitterly cold 
midnight, in the year 1881, when 
an elderly woman, her physician 
in attendance, required the ser- 
vices of someone to care for her 
in hi-3 absence. There were no 
nurses, of course, Mr. McDavitt 
said. She lived alone with no 
family to care for her, so that 
the physician, in desperation 
trudged the sparsley settled 
neighborhood, in the bitter cold, 
knocking on the doors of sleep- 
ing householders, pleading that 
■someone watch over the old 
woman during the rest of the 
night. Some couldn’t, others 
wouldn’t, so the doctor contin- 
ued his lovely quest. At long 
last, he arrived at the home of 
an Irish woman, who admitting 
she knew little of nursing, 
agreed to go to the aid of the 
elderly sufferer. She, according 
to the speaker was probably the 
city’s first nurse. 

That case, however, proved the 
need of a hospital in Newton. 
There were many, Mr. McDavitt 
continued, who were against the 
plan, but the will of the ma- 
jority prevailed, and in 1885, the 
Newton Cottage Hospital cariie 
into being. A few years later 
the name was changed to the 
Newton Hospital and many 
years later, 1945, the name was 
changed to the . . ewton-Welles- 
ley Hospital. 

At this time, Mr. McDavitt 
said, the hospital is filled to ca- 
pacity, and carries a waiting list. 
Emergency cases, however, be- 
ing accepted. Private rooms 
show a small profit, Mr. McDa- 


vitt concluded, but wards in all 
hospitals are operated at a loss.

Mountain Laurel 

By Richard M. Wyman, Jr. 

Native to the Eastern States of 
North America, one of the most 
beautiful flowering shrubs of the 
world, is the Mountain Laurel or 
Kalmia latifolia. The Kalmia was 
named after Peter Kalm, a Swed- 
ish botanist, who traveled exten- 
sively through Eastern No. Am- 
erica between 1748 and 1751. The 
gardeners in the cooler parts of 
Eastern North America may 
envy those of the warmer climes 
their broad leaved evergreens, 
yet in this native Mountain 
Laurel we possess one plant that 
has no superior. The flower of the 
Kalmia is one of those frequently 
proposed as a national flower 
emblem. It is truly and purely an 
American plant. 

The foliage is very decorative 
at all seasons, contrasting well 
with the red and yellow of its 
branches, leaves nothing to be 
desired. The exquisite symmetri- 
cal beauty of a single blossom 
enthuses us to the completeness 
and wonder of Nature’s handi- 
work. In mid-June the broad, 
dome-like clusters of bowl-shaped 
flowers, either pure white or sil- 
very to deepest pink, make a 
wonderful picture. When massed 
in groups or used as a single 
specimen on the lawn it becomes 
a most effective and satisfying 
plant. The Laurel is worthy of 
every home owner’s thought and 
attention. 

Ir. the matter of soil and situ- 
ation of planting, the Laurel is 
not exacting. Preferring partially 
shaded places it will thrive very 
well in sunny spots. A leaf mold 
and an autumnal mulch will 
prove very beneficial. This plant 
has long been a favorite of 
nurserymen who have developed 
fine acclimated plants, so that it 
is possible for the average New 
England home owner to trans- 
plant them readily and with safe- 
ty to theii* own home grounds.

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AVC Cooperates With 
Citizens Advisory 
Comm, in Survey 

— o — 

Members of the Newton Chap- 
ter of the American Veterans 
Committee working for the New 
ton Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee addressed and mailed 5000 
double postal cards on Saturday 
and Sunday. May 18 and 19 to 
survey the housing situation 
among the veterans of this city. 
This action was taken by the 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
upon the recommendation of the 
Community Council. Success of 
the survey, Roy S. Edwards, 
Chairman of the Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Committee, says, will de- 
pend on the fullest possible re- 
turn of these postal cards. The 
members of AVC arc attempting 
to do everything possible in ac- 
tual work and cooperation to 
further the public interest and 
assistance in housing relief; 
these AVC members are urging 
all their fellow Newton veterans 
to assist, if in no other way than 
to be sure to fill out the card 
which will reach them through 
the mail. 

The survey is being made by 
the Citizens' Advisory Commit- 
tee, and the returns will be held 
in strict confidence and will not 
be available to anyone for com- 
mercial or other uses. The post- 
al card form covers the needs of 
each veteran completely, and the 
compiled results will show just 
what each veteran whose situa- 
tion is not satisfactory needs in 
the way of number of bedrooms 
and how much he feels able to 
pay for rent or ownership. 

The housing program also 
aims to get greater available 
housing in this city by support- 
ing efforts to secure temporary 
waiving of zoning restrictions and 
building laws to admit extra 
apartments in Newton houses 
where such apartments could be 
arranged, to secure temporary 
housing from the Federal Gov- 
ernment for a five year period, 
and to facilitate veteran build- 
ing by promoting the sale of city 
land at reasonable rates to vet- 
erans. The Housing Committee 
of AVC is strongly sympathetic 
with the desires of Newton resi- 
dents to preserve the fine resi- 
dential character of the city, but 
believes that the present emer- 
gency (the extent of which is 
expected to be shown by the sur- 
vey) requires some concessions 
and considerations on the part 
of Newton people in order to 
take care of their veterans dur- 
ing the next few critical years. 
Numbers of veterans who have 
been living in Newton all their 
lives, and who would prefer to 
stay in this city are buying and 
renting in neighboring and more 
distant areas where housing fa- 
cilities have been made avail- 
ble because thel^,)j l 0 P'f r Si{X,Sf i j i 
housing must be raised after a 
five year period, the AVC Com- 
mittee feels that changes in the 
City's restrictions could be made 
for a limited period. The ex- 
ample of other cities in Eastern 
Massachusetts points the way 
for some action in Newton.

We sometimes feel our country is feeding: everybody 
everywhere. The blunt fact is that, so far. of all the nations 
of the world ours has made the smallest proportional re- 
sponse to the food crisis brought on by a common war and 
by drought. 

Canada and Britain have intensified ther rationing, since 
war’s end; save for sugar, we’ve dropped ours. Canada has 
exceeded many of her commitments to the L nited Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration (UNRRA). Brit- 
ain has stripped her food reserves below safety level to help 
alleviate starvation. 

We promised UNRRA 300.000.000 pounds of meat in 
the first three months this year, but didn’t deliver half that 
amount.

One thing we can ALL do. right now. is back the Emerg- 
ency Food Collection in our community.

In addition, set aside a can of food 
a day for our afflicted neighbors — just for one month! 

Scores of thousands in Europe and Asia appear certainly 
doomed. But we can save many other lives it we get behind 
the Emergency Food Collection and really push.

I must confess, 
however, that my own fund of 
i know ledge has been increased 
considerably by a careful peru- 
sal of several recent issues of 
the much-criticized i and often 
justly so) Congressional Record. 
This ponderous tome is published 
every day that Congress is in 
session and usually contains an 
appendix about half the size of 
the official report of the doings 
of the two branches of Congress. 
The appendix is solely for the 
benefit of Representatives and 
Senators who wish to “extend 
their ’remarks " or to quote en- 
tire editorials or speeches of lec- 
tures. etc. It is often suggested 
that it is not fair to the taxpay- 
ers who. of course, pay the bills 
for all this wordage, to isstic 
such a heavy magazine each and 
every day.

. was smart enough to read into 
i the Congressional Record on 
May 21 part of a column written 
by David Lawrence of the United 
States News, whom local read-

eler. I now quote: “All this the 
! miner endures for a dollar an 
hour. In 1941 he worked a 
seven-hour day and five days a 
week and made S35.00 for his 
family. In wartime he worked 
seven days and often as much 
as fifty-four hours a week. He 
got $63.00 but he worked hard 
for it. . . . Let us ask ourselves 
a question individually. How 
many of us would do a miner’s 
work for $35.00 a week or for 
fifty-four hours at $63.00? How 
, many of us would refuse to ac- 
cept such employment at any 
price unless we were assured 
that our families would have 
adequate compensation if any- 
thing happened to us in the 
mines?" The words. “All this" 
referred to breathing foul air.

the frequency of accidents, the 
daily threat of death via a cave- 
in, etc. 

The above is a prelude to some 
brief comments on the current 
drastic labor bills being debated 
by the Senate. Many of us are 
so weary and disgusted by the 
Lewis. Johnson and Whitney an- 
tics of recent weeks that we are 
in a mood to have our Senators 
pass almost any legislation that 
appears to make sense. Deep 
down in our hearts we know, 
however, that there is very grave 
danger that any drastic bills 
passed at this time will almost 
surely be repealed or consider- 
ably revised within a year or 
two. I assume that that is the 
reason why our own Senator 
Leverett Saltonstal took the un- 
expected stand that he did only 
last night, when he was widely 
quoted on the radio. The same 
applies, doubtless, to Senator 
Taft of Ohio, Senator Morse of 
Oregon and a number of others. 
It is quite possible that their 
position is sound. 

Let us remember one impor- 
tant point. This whole problem 
will never be solved by legisla- 
tion, executive decree or seizure 
of property. Before very long 
it will be imperative to have 
management and labor sit 
around the council board, act 
like reasonable human beings, 
place ALL cards on the table, 
face up, and then, slowly but 
surely, reach certain agreements 
on a good many fundamental 
controversial issues. 

Secondly, it is absolutely es- 
sential that Congress set up 
some sort of machinery which 
will make it impossible for ANY 
man. capitalist or laborite, to 
paralyze our entire industrial 
life and to seriously threaten 
the health and the very life of 
all our fellow-citizens. 

President Truman, at long 
last, acted and should get some 
measure of credit for courage. 
However, as most commentators 
have already pointed out, he was 
much too late. Accordingly, he 
is now in the unpleasant posi- 
tion of receiving only half- 
hearted applause for his belated 
stand and at the same time be- 
ing roundly cursed by the av- 
erage labor partisan. That, in- 
cidentally. is what usually hap- 
pens to a man who tries to 
please everybody and who is 
constantly putting off the day 
when a decision should be made.

• WHO MAY VOTE IN MASS- 

ACHUSETTS? 

Any person, man or woman. 

who is a native born or natur- 
alized American citizen (natural- 
ization papers must be produced 
as proof of citizenship) 

who has lived in Massachusetts 
at least one year immediately 
preceding date of election or 
primary 

who has lived in the city or 
town where he wants to vote at 
least 6 months immediately be- 
fore date of election or primary 
who is a registered voter in 
his city or town 
who can read and write Eng- 
lish. 

• WHERE DO I VOTE? 

At the polling place in the vot- 
ing precinct of your town or 
ward. Ask your Town Clerk or 
Election Commissioner for in- 
formation. 

• HOW DO I VOTE? 

By going in person to your 
polling place, properly marking 
a ballot, and placing it in the 
ballot-box. Read carefully the 
directions on the ballot. When 
you are asked to vote for one 
candidate, mark a cross (X) at 


the right of one name only. In 
the referendum questions, mark 
a cross at the right of "yes" or 
"no", as yoiM decide. 

• WHAT ARE MY RIGHTS AT 
THE POLLING PLACES? 

1. Information. (Sample bal- 
lots must be posted outside each 
polling place. ) 

2. To receive your ballot (up 
to 3, in case of mistakes). 

3. Time to mark your ballot 
(up to 10 minutes). 

4. Privacy — the law provides 
that you may not be approached 
on political matters after you are 
within 150 feet of the entrance 
to the polling place, except that 
a candidate running on "stick- 
ers"* has the right to distribute 
his stickers up to the entrance 
of the polling place. 

5. Order at polls (no undue 
disturbance from outsiders). 

6. In case of physical disabil- 
ity, assistance by a registered 
voter in marking your ballot.

Discipline in public gatherings or meetings whether it is at 
school, the theatre or any other place is of vital importance to 
the enjoyment of the program and for the safety to all. The 
maintenance of correct discipline dpes not reduce the pleasure but 
rather increases it because everyone can see and hear what is 
going on. 

When you go to the theatre or hall, notice the exits and how 
to get to them. Many accidents have resulted because people fail 
to notice that there were more than one exit. If you have to use 
one of these exits don’t run and do not talk if possible, as some- 
one may be trying to direct you to another exit because the one 
that you are heading for may be cut off. 

During the performance or motion picture act your age. Con- 
sider the rest of the audience. They also paid the price of ad- 
mission and would like to hear as well as see the performance. If 
you must talk, do it before or after the show. Do not cause a 
commotion that will interrupt the proceedings and may be mis- 
interpreted and cause trouble. 

Do not light matches or flashlights so that they may be mis- 
taken for a spark or Are. If you have lost anything at your seat 
inform the usher. 

Never smoke in any theatre or gathering unless it is per- 
mitted and then only where it is allowed. 

Do not stand in or block the aisles that are used for exits. 

Never shout "Fire” in any theatre or public gathering. The 
results are extremely dangerous. Anyone doing this without any 
real cause should be severely punished. If you should detect the 
presence of a fire or smell smoke, leave your seat and quietly 
contact the manager or usher and acquaint him with your dis- 
covery as soon as possible. He can then take the proper proceed- 
ings to investigate the matter and start an orderly exidous of the 
gathering if necessary. This alone is one of the most important 
reasons for quiet and correct discipline at all public gatherings, 
so that should any mishap arise everyone can hear the instruc- 
tions and follow them with the least possible delay, thus saving 
life and avoiding unnecessary injuries. 

Consider the other people. They too have the right to live 
and enjoy life. The prevention of fires and disasters are as im- 
portant as the extinguishment of the fires and the doctoring of 
the injured. Correct discipline on your part may save your life 
and that of others. 

Let us do our part to make Newton a better place to enjoy 
the good times in life and enjoy them in safety. With your co- 
operation it can be done.

strikes by the opposing "Bureau- 
crat Team.” 

"Today,” he said, "we are wit- 
nessing the sorry spectacle of 
manacled economy, the throttling 
of small business by the Wallaces 
and Bolles OPAsters. It is vital 
that the small business men bom- 
bard their Representatives and 
Senators with the urgency of eas- 
ing controls and at once, lest 
Fascism and not Democracy hold 
the reins. 

Importance of small business — 
3 million strong— 2 million of 
these employ less than 100 and 
of these 1 million, even smaller, 
are family businesses. Only 3300 
concerns employ over 1000. 

"Production for use and not 
for profit” seems to be the Wash- 
ington watchword. Let’s do some 
fundamental thinking and have 
done with bootstrap raising. If 
small business doesn’t fight to 
retain its entity, it is forever 
lost. 

Small business in wartime un- 
der leadership of business men 
Jeffers, Dewey, Nelson, and oth- 
ers produced the arms to defeat 
the foe. Today small business 
must battle for lessened controls 
and produce the goods to conquer 
reconversion ills and start things 
really to hum. Future business 
prospects are tremendous but we 
must fight to bring them about.”
